‘Discussed in the Auditoriam

Speakers. 


Acrimony end at least the semblance of the 


heat of passion developed during the progress | 


of the debate on prohibition lest night be- 
tween.Prof: Samuel Dickie of Albion, Mich., 
and Mayor David S. Rose of Milwaukee at the 
Auditorium. 

It was the second debate of a series, the 
first having been held In Milwaukee a month 
ago, and therefore evén im the mein ad- 
dresses, which had been prepared in advance, 
the personal equation crept in, as one or the 
other would answer some criticism made dur- 
ing the previous debate, but the fur did not 
begin to fly until the impromptu rebuttal 
speeches, in which each hed the chance to 
tear down the arguments of the other. 

The eucience of 3,000 pers crowding 
every available seat on the min floor, the 
stage and first balcony of the uditorium, 
was passive at first, but as tue debaters 
watmed up to their subject aid began to 
score heavily against each other enthusiasm 
manifested itself in repeated a: 7 vociferous 
applause. 


Both Sides Well Represented. 

Both sides apparently were well repre- 
sented in the audience, and from their posi- 
tions on the platform thé opponents could 
easily look over the house and distinguish 
their friends and enemies. Whether by 
chance or design, it happened that the up- 
holders of the Prohibition party were seated 
in groups throughout the house, and the 
defenders of saloons were also much in each 
other’a company. Each debater when ap- 
plauded could tell at a glance the groups 
which were friendly and those which were 
opposed. 

Prof. Dickie opened with a set speech, fol- 
lowed by Mayor Rose with another, and 
then each was allowed a half hour to reply. 
It -was during these half hour speeches that 
the sparks flew and the audience joined in. 

Former Mayor Edward F. Dunne presided 
last evening, introduced the speakers, and 
pleaded fer impartial attention. He stated 
the question at issue as follows: “ Resolved, 
that prohibition as applied to the manufac-. 
ture and sale of intoxicating beVerages is 

Hot Personal Flings Made. 

Personalities crept into the debate when 
the speakers arose to answer each other's 
formal arguments. One called the other “a 
nine spot and falsifier.”” The other replied 
with “lawbreaker”™ and “one who disre- 
gards the truth.” 

* When you say that my policy in the ad- 
ministration of our municipal governmerck 
is against the upholding of the law I telt 
you that your statement is absolutely falee,”’ 
declared Mayor Rose, facing his apponent 
on the platform and bringing down: his foot 
so hard that it could be heard to the farthest 
corner ofthe auditorium. 

Prof. Dickle stated during his rebuttal: 
“JT am not actuated by sentiment. I am no 
sentimentalist; I am a Scotchman, without 
a drop of sentimental blood in my veins." 

To this Mayor Rose replied: “When you 
find a man who has no sentiment in his heart 
you find a man who has no place in society. 
Sentiment moves the work, and if, as you 
confess, you are without sentiment you are 
a nine spot on this universe.” 


Says Rose Ignores Law. 
Prof. Dickie took exception to Mayor 


regulation of the saloon, which statement 
was made in the opening argument. 

* You say you stand for the regulation of 
saloons,”’ said Prof. Dickie. “ Let me read 
you what seems to be a quotation from your 
speech made on the night of your last elec- 
tion as mayor of Milwaukee, which I found 
in a western journal as late as last March.

To these statements, which caused much 
applause from the prohibitionists in the au- 
dience, Mayor Rose replied:

when I quoted absolute statistics they would 
be taken as such, but my opponent replied 
by quoting from a hewspaper which opposed 
my election and has opposed my adminis- 
tration all: through to prove that my sta- 
tistics are not true. You have never at- 
tempted to answer the statement of facts 
that I made at the first debate, on March 
26, although thirty days have passed, in 
which you have had time to prepare your 
defense, and the only inference is that if 
there had been any defense we would have 
heard it tonight instead of this temperance 
harangue.

POLICE RECEIVE IRON ORDER 


One Exception tothe General Closiug 
Found on North Side, 


A lid with a time lock set for the end of 
the Busse administration was ordered 
clamped on Chicago last night. 

The order was generally obeyed, but there 
were exceptions. Downtown everything was 
dry. The College inm and Rector’s admitted 
no one after 1 o'clock, and at 1:30 both ap- 
peared to be deserted except by employés. 
The numerous bars in the loop district that 
formerly had boasted of “ pulls ” apparently 
were closed as tight as tight could be, 

In the Twenty-second street district Frei- 
berg’s, that has been proof against many 
police orders, was selling only ginger beer 
after 1 o'clock. At Buxbaum’s there was 
’* nothing doing.” 

Murphy’s an Exception. 

One glaring exception to the general closing 
rule was found on the north side. At 1:45 
o’ clock this morning a visitor strolled through 
the side door of J. C. Murphy's saloon at 
North Clark and Division streets. 

Over a dozen men were at the bar and beer 
—also whisky—was flowing freely. Little 
effort at concealment was made. The front 
door had been locked and shades half drawn, 
but the merriment within was easily heard 
thirty yards from the building. 


Aims Blow at Gambler, Too. 

In addition to aiming a blow at the sale of 
liduor after 1 o'clock, the chief's order made 
May 1 moving day for the gamblers. 

During the day the order was conveyed 
to every commanding officer, and at roll 
call every sergeant, petrolman, and de- 
tective knew its import, and realized that 
laxity spelt trouble.

Head of Moody Church Says Work- 
ingmen Will Not Be Classed with 
Despondent Unemployed. 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 980.~{Special.}— 
That the Moody church in Chicago, after 
giving 58,000 free breakfasts to men who were 
down and out, and giving a fresh 
start in life, was forced to give up this work 
because such work will not mix with the 
regular work of the church, wae the state- 
ment of Dr. C. A. Dixem in an address at a 
banquet here tonight. The banquet was. 
given to inaugurate a campaign for « new 
rescue mission, and Dr. Dixon was telling of 
the possibilities of such work. 

“The Moody churclf,” said Dr. Dixon, 
** gave’ thousands of free breakfasts to sober 
unemployed men. We found some strange 
cases in that list of down and outers. We 
found a professor of Greek in a western col- 
lege. We found the lost son of a California 
millionaire railroad superintendem. But we 
were forced to stop, because this work would 
not mix with the other work—thet of pro- 
viding a church for the workingman. 

“ The workingman who has a steady posi- 
tion and is working bard will not be classed 
with the man who fs down and out and is 
trying to get on his feet. This is the rockon 
which the institutional church splits.”

Opening of the Hearing. | 

The hearing was delayed by the fact Mr. 
Snively and Mr. Eckhart held back the case 
until Gov. Deneen could give his attentien to 
matters immediately requiring it in his office 
and as soon as he was able to take his seat 
with the two members it was announced that 
the board was prepared to give a hearing to 
the Smith petition and to any one appearing 
in the cage. . 

“ We are ready to proceed,”’ said Mr, Dar- 
row. 

“IT am here,” said Mr. Smith. “I donot 
know what interest any other persons may 
have in the case or whom they represent, but 
Fam herein my own behalf. I have no attor- 
ney, but if the board is willing I will present 
my own case.”’ | 

He stepped to the table behind which the 
governor and the two members of fhe pardon 
board t, and, with apparent composure, 
explai that his request for clemency had 
been in rated in an affidavit which he 
would read. 

It was not until he had reached the end of 
this statement that his voice broke and his 
efforts to contro] himself became apparent. 

“T have lived-in Chicago for about forty- 
two years,” he read as he came to the end of 
the affidavit, reading more slowly, “ have 
never been charged with any offense or been 
guilty of any, am 65 years old, arid my wife 
and I are living together, having no children 
now living. Instead of. having obtained 
money from the bank, my loss in consequence 
of my connection with it is more than $50,000 
and all the earnings of my life and all the 
money left to my wife by her father have been 
lost.”’ 


Claims Everything Is Gone. 

The deep, resonant tone of the voice which 
had gone through the other parts of the 
statement out a break was choked, and 
the ex-ju and ex-banker stopped, trem- 
ulous lips’ and shaking hands testifying to 
emotion/not before displayed. 

“I hidve nothing left to carry myself and 
my wife through the few days or years which 
may femain to us," he continued brokenly 
aftey’ this pause, his voice falling, becoming 
move faltering and husky at every word; 
“ wothing excepting fairly good health and a 
prpfession——"’ 
gain a full stop while one trembling hand 

raised to the head, the fingers curling 
ugh the white hair. 
&—*‘A profession which, from the verdict in 
this case I seem to have disgraced. If | am 
deprived of my liberty I cannot avail myself 
of these.

Claims Made by Petitioner. 

The convicted banker laid aside his affi- 
davit and fumbled through the packet of 
papers on the table as he brought himself 
back to the composure which *haracterized 
what pfeceded and what followed the read- 
ing of this part of the plea for clemency. 
In the statement of which this was the 
conclusion the ex-bank president called the 
board’s attention to the fact that preceding 
his trial the public mind had been inflamed 
by a series of bank failures, including the 
Walsh and Stensland affairs, and said that 
the jury, was 80 influenced by these condi- 
tions as to be unable to reach 4 just verdict. 
“The evidence shows that the depositors 
were paid in full almost immediately after 
the bank was closed,” he continued, “that 
not one of them lost 1 cent, and that I 
placed in the bank more than $40,000 In cash 
and mortgages which wére good and which 
cost me 100 cents on the dollar, more than 
I have ever received from the bank, and my 
loss in the Bank of America was more than 
$40,000 above the expenses which have arisen 
to me out of this trial or that occasioned by 
other litigation growing out of the bank. 


Describes Founding of Bank. 
“There are many facts relating to myself 
personally in connection with the affairs of 
the bank which do not appear in the record of 
the case and which are as follows: 

‘In the first place. I was not the originator 
or one of the originators of the Bank of 
America. Some time about September, 1905, 
I was first informed that two groups of men 
were making plans, preparatory to forming 
a bank under the state banking lew. One 
group had a plan to provide various places 
for people to make deposits at drug stores in 
different parts of the city and thus avoid the 
necessity of going to the center of the city to 
make deposits. 

“Another group had a plan to organiize a 
bank for the benefit of the labor unions, 
claiming there was no bank which favored 
them. These two groups apparently had 
lately joined each other in their efforts, 
and I was in the latter part of 
September to make a subscription for stock 
and was told if I would take a certain amount 
of stock I would be elected president. ° 

“I replied I was neither a banker nor a 
rich man and could not consider any propo- 
sition requiring of me more than $25.000 in 
cash, and stated that I would not take any 
stock until it should be shown to me that a 
subscription by me of $25,000 would complete 
the sale of all of the stock;of the bank. I 
was told they had plenty of money among 
them and the amount I proposed would be 
sufficient and satisfactory and that-they 
would soon have it all subscribed excepting 
the amount I was to pay. 


Claims He Was Trick’s Victim. 

**I paid in the $25,000 at a time when I be- 
lieved the entire stock of the bank had been 
sold and I would not have paidiit in had T not 
so believed: On Saturday, Dec? 2, 1905. it de- 
veloped for the first time that I had been 
mislead and that there was about $100,000 of 
the stock which either had not been sold at 
all or else the subscribers refused to take it. 
I never knew exactly which and never have 
known. 

“I did know that F. E. Creelman paid the 
balance of his subscription by a certified 
check upon the Federal National bank and I 
knew that the Be»k of America collected the 
money on that. 

“I gold to the Bank of America certain first 
mortgages on real estate in Chicago and 
every such mortgage was perfectly good and 
had cost me its full face. I made the loans

cured by certain secured mortgages on real 
estate which were worth more than twice the 
amounts of the loan and which cost me their 


full face in cash. ~~ 
+ “A e time the bank opened Mr. F. =. 
Creefinan made a written staterment of his 


financial statement in deta! to myself, show- 
ing that he was worth $1,400,000 above all his 
Mabilities..He had a line of credit with the 
Federal National bank of Chicago of $100,- 
000, of which he had used only $35,000. I 
| had no acquaintance with Mr. Creelman at 
the time the bank opened, as I had only met 
him twice, and so far as I knew his credit 
was good, and I did not doubt that his finail- 
cla] condition was as above indicated. 

“Mr. Jerome V. Pierce, who was the 
‘cashier, I know. also believed him a wealthy 
man at the time. It Was with Mr. Pierce 
that every transaction in which Mr. Creel- 
man borrowed money of the bank was had; 
ner did Mr. Pierce, or Mr. Creelman. or Mr. 
Edmundson, who was Creelman's agent, ever 
have a word of conversation with me, nor 
was I consulted on dny occasion when Creel- 
man borrowed money. The amount bor- 
rowed by him from the bank was, as is 
claimed, nearly $180.000, but I do not know 
how much of this has been collected out 
of the collaterals which he left with the 
bank as security. 

“The only man among the four who were in- 
dicted who owed the bank any money not 
secured by good and sufficient security at the 
time the bank was closed was F. ©. Creel- 
man, and he was acquitted by the jury. In- 
stead of being an offender I am the victim of 
the scheme laid by certain promoters to en- 
able them, by the use of my name, to carry 
through their enterprise. 


Denies He Aided Any Misdeed. 

“ And although at the tipfe I had no suspi- 
cion of it, yet it has since become plain to me 
that such was the design in getting subscrip- 
tions for the stock. I was not ina conspiracy 
nor do I believe there evér was one such as is 
found by the jury, and never at any time did 
I intentionally do or participate in any trans- 
action in the Bank of America or connected 


j est, or calculated to do wrong toany one.” 

The ex-judge then began the reading of a 
number of letters wfitten to Gov. Deneen by 
many of the prominent men of Chicago ask- 
ing him to extend clemency to the convicted 
bank president if it were possible to do so. 
Among these letters was one by Mayor Fred 
A. Busse and others by ex-Mayor Dunne, 
W. J, Calhoun, former Judge Charles G. 
Neely, Attorney John 8. Miller, John Barton 
Payne, Merritt Starr, A. D. Eddy, Wallace 
Heckman, Elbridge Hanecy, T. N. Hoyne, 
Judge Marcus Kavanagh, Judge McEwen, 
former Supreme Court Judge Magruder, Na- 
thaniel C. Sears, Judge Windes, Samuel Al- 
schuler, and Bishop C. E. Cheney. 

I’rom this bundle of letters he also picked 
un one which was written to Goy. Deneen by 
Mr. Darrow, but before he had read more 
than two sentences the governor interrupted 
to ask him whether that letter had been in- 
tended as a public document in the case; 

“ It is written privately to you,” said Mr. 
Darrow to the governor, “ but I already have 
read it to Judge Smith, and if he wishes to 
read it Iam perfectly willing.’’ 


Shaken by Darrow’s Charges. 


the governor. ‘I did not mean to intimate 
that he should not read it, but merely wanted 
to distinguish between the letters written 
to me privately from those which were in- 
tended as part of the public documents.” 

Smiith said he would‘not read it if it were 
not desired that he do so, but If there were 
no objections from any one else he was will- 
ing to have it made public. 

Again he endeavored to control himself 
as he read Mr. Darrow’s opinion of him— 
{ charges that he did everything in his power 
to obstruct the work of the receiver, and 
would be more worthy of clemency “if he 
had shown any disposition to aid-in the 
effort to return to the stockholders the 
money of which they were defrauded by his 
acts.” 

He read Mr. Darrow’s ‘condemnation of 
him because of his efforts to keep the stock 
of the Bank of America after the failure, and 
because of his refuSal to help the receiver 
in locating the surety bonds, which were 
found only a few days ago, and on which 
suit has been instituted. 

* He is etupid,”’ read Mr. Smith from Mr. 
Darrow’s letter to the governor, “and I 
would not.say that any good could be done 
in sending him to the penitentiary at his 
time of life. Personally I never tried tosend 
any one to the penitentiary or to keep any 
one there.”’ 


P Healy’s Letter Is Bitter. 

A letter from Daniel D. Healy, the receiver 
of the bank.was also read by the ex-judge, 
and it contained statements only a little less 
condémnatory than those of Mr. Darrow. 

“The facts show,”’ this letter ran, “ that 
he has no one to blame but himself, and 
mercy in this case should not be allowed to 
interfere with justice. Nothing inthe events 
since the trial could lead one to condome 
the crime."’ 

These two were the only letters in the en- 
tire packet which were not complimentary. 
Mayor Busse wrote to the governor: 

‘‘ April 27.—‘‘ My Dear Governor: My at- 
tention has been called to the fact.that the 
board of pardons is now taking up the case 
of Judge Abner Smith of Chicago. I have 
had the pleasure of Judge Smith's ac- 
quaintance ever since I was a boy, and I 
honestly believe that Judge Smith had no 
intention of doing anything wrong or will- 
fully intended to defraud anybody. 

‘Tf the judge made a mistake, I am con- 
fident it was a mistake in judgment and not 
for the purpose of defrauding any one. I 
therefore would deem it a personal favor 
if you would give this matter your personal 
consideration and show such leniency as you 
consistently can do in the premises. 
3 “FRED A. Bussz.”’ 

Darrow Tells of Information. 
Following the reading of these letters Mr. 
Darrow took the floor with the explanation 
that he .did not appear there to send Smith 
| to the penitentiary, and that it was not his 
disposition to want to send anybody there. 
“T am asked to state the facts, and I have 
the facts in my possession. That {is al! that 
we are interested in presenting. As for 
Judge Smith I do not say that he should be 
sent io the penitentiary at his time of life. 
I do not know that any good wou... be done 
by such procedure, and | have no objections 
to any leniency whicna this board may decide 
to extend.”’ aN 
He then discussed the efforts which the re- 
ceiver had made to locate the svrety bonds 
and the lack of assistance on Smith's part. 
Smith interrupted from time to time to insist 
that he knew nothing about the bonds. and 
did not even know that the officials of the 
bank had been put under bond. 
“Te it your opinion that Judge Smith was 
culpable in this surety bond affair;” asked 
Gov. Deneen. 


“ Claims Officers Robbed Bank. 

“I don’t know,”’ replied Mr. Darrow. “TI 
never have been able to find out anythin». 
from the officers of that bank. Judge Smith 
may have been too busy getting money out 
of the bank to give any attention to its af- 
fairs. I-can’t find that any officer of the bank 
ever had‘a thing to do with it, except to drag 
out all the money there was in it.”’

* The Bank of America was supposed to be 
organized with a capital stock and surplus 
of $500,000, this to be accomplished by sub- 
scribing for 2,500 shares at $200 per share. It 
was among the promoters of the 
bank, the promoters being Abner Smith, J. V. 
Pierce, G. F. Sorrow, and, in a sense, F. E. 
Creelman; that the stock was to be sold to 
the public at $100 per.share for capital stock 
and $100 per share for surplus. 

These men ‘subscribed for 1,750 shares 
of the capital stock. The shares.which were 
ray by n by these men were sold to the pub- 
money which Creelman, Pierce, Sorrow, and 
a paid in on their subscriptions at this 
time was merely fictitious. A large amount 
of it, about $80,000, consisting of kited checks, 
and the balance of it consisting in mere pre- 
| tended-payments which were withdrawn as

Claims Folders Were False. 


“AS soon as the bank was opened Smith 
and his associates issued folders and Htdra 
ture stating that the surplus and capital stock 
of the bank had been fully paid in: that the 
ma pony tag neg stock of $250,000 and a sur-

Abner Smith sébscribed for 1,250 shares 
of stock, represenfing one-half of the total 
amount, and calling for a payment of $250,900. 
The Bank of America did not commence 
business until Monday, the 4th day of De- 
cember, 1905. Nevertheless, on Nov. 22, Ab- 
ner Smith borrowed of the State Bank of 
Chicago the sum of $25,000, less a discoygnt, 
and pledged to that bank as collateral se- 
curity for the loan, 150 shares of the capital 
stock of the Bank of America, not yet or- 
ganized nor permitted to do business. On 
Dec? 1, 1905,- Smith paid into'the Bank of 
America, on account of his subscription, the 
money which he had borrowed from the 
State Bank of Chicago upon this stdéck, 
amounting to $24,904.37. 

“Smith never at any time paid anything 
whatever from his own funds on account of 
tpis loan made of the State bank by hypothe- 
cating the stock of the Bank of America, and 
before the loan was made he was indebted to 
the State bank in a large amount, and which 
never has been fully paid. 


Servant’s Note Is Used. 

“On the first day the bank did business, Dec. 
4, he brought to the bank the note of his 
servant girl, Mary Duffissy, for $15,000, and 
with it some second mortgages on real estate 
in Chicago tn amounts running from $100 
to 41,000 and of little value, and with these 
borrowed $15,000 from the bank, which he 
placed to his own credit and speedily checked 
out and used. Again, on Dec. 20, 1905, he 
brought to the Bank of America the note of 
his servant girl for $10,000 and discounted 
this and put up as collateral security for it 
some more second mortgages on real estate 
and obtained the further sum of $10,000. 

*“‘In addition to this he got from the bank 
$40,000 in cash, selling certain mortgages, 
many of them of little value. He also sold to 


had never been paid for, and received from 
him $10,000. He likewise sold five shares to 
one North for $1,000 and received a mort- 
gage from Sarah J. Brown for $5,000 
and, sold the same to the bank for its. face 
value, and gave Mrs. Brown twenty-five 
shares of stock, for which he never had paid 
a cent. He also obtained $2,200 from the 
bank without any consideration whatever on 
account of an exchange of notes between 
dummy stockholders. He also pledged twen- 
ty-five shares of stock to the Colonial Trust 
bank. 

* Thus he drew from the bank directly and 
from stock never paid for more than $88,200. 
Of this amount $5,000 was paid by Cassel] & 
Healy when the bank was found to beina 
critical situation, and for it they,took the 
pick of the second mortgages that were put 
up with the note of Mary Duffissy, his sery- 
ant girl. 


Claims Smith Gained $83,200. 


The balance of the second mortgages 
was sold to Caswell & Healy, his former 
partners, upon thorough negotiation, for 
$9,000, and this credited to the bank. Ofthe 
$40,000 first mortgages sold to the bank about 
$10,000 of the best were disposed of by the 
bank during its operation. The $30,400 bal- 
ance was disposed of to Caswell & Healy 
at the highest price obtainable for 75 cents on 
the dollar. Thus, in little over two months, 
Smith obtained $83,200 besides what was 
given to the Colonial bank by way of loans 
from the bank, and Sales of worthless stock 
unpaid for, and of this sum $46,600 have been 
recovered by the bank, leaving him clear 
gainer of $37,200 without ever having in- 
vested one penny. 

“To make Smith's showing of value for 
stock securities, in addition to his own kiting 
of checks and securities, he put in the notes 
of E. H. Smith for $24,000, Charles W. Hayt, 
indorsed by Ada C. Smith, his wife, for $15,. 
000; Julius Wahl, indorsed hy J. Walter 
Lamb, Smith's brother-in-law, for $11,000; 
and Albie Smith for $4,062.46, amounting in 
all to about $53,000. These notes were ab- 
solutely worthless. . ; 

As to the $25,000 borrowed from the State 


150 shares of the unpaid stock of the Bank of 
America, this matter was carried for some 
weeks, when the State bank demanded other 
securities in place of the stock. Thereupon 
a note payable to the Bank of America, se- 
cured by real estate mortgage for $45,000, 
and the property of the Bank of America, was 
taken by Smith and his co-conspirators in the 
latter part of January, 1906, to -the State 
Bank of Chicago and deposited in lieu of the 
stock theretofore pledged. 


Trickery Continued to End. 


“A few days before the bank closed un- 
der an agreement tnat W. B. Martin should 
become a vice president of the bank Smith 
contracted with him for the sale of $50,000 
worth of stock to be sold at not above 202. 
Smith took stock to the par value of $10,000, 
Which had been issued to his wife, Ada C. 
Smith, which never had been paid for, and 
delivered this stock to Martin, receiving 
$10,000, whicn he placed to his own credit. 
Martin, learning of the condition of the bank, 
refused to take the Balance. Five thousand 
dollars of unpaid stock was taken by Smith 
and pledged tothe Colonial bank. 

** Since the closing of the bank Smith has 
refused to give any ald whatever to the set- 
tlement of its affairs, and insisted on hold- 
Ing a large amount of stock of which’ he 
had possession and for which no considéfa- 
tion had been given. 

“In addition to the losses incurred directly 
on account of Smith's transactions in the 
short space of two months Creelman and his 
son directly, and by means of fictitious 
and fraudulent paper looted «the bank 
to the extent of about $150,000. The loss on

Scott will request a thorough investigation 
at the hands of the traction company. E. H: 
Pearson, 4860 Kimibark avenue, brother-in- 
law of Prof. Scott, said in the evening that 
he will take up the matter of responsibility 
with President John M. Roach on Monday. 


Relative Blames the System. 

“I talked with Policeman Foley, who was 
stationed at the crossing at State and Van 
Buren streets at the time of the accident, 
and from his statement of the accident I be- 
lieve the system of loading passengers main- 
tained by the traction company at that point 
elearly is responsible for Prof. Scott's death,” 
said Mr. Pearson. ‘‘ The patrolman told mé 
that he warned the switchman and the car 
crews only a few minutes before Prof. Scott 
was killed that a serious accident was liabie 
oo result from loading two cars at the same 
time. 

‘Similar death traps are permitted by the 
traction company at Clark and Washington 
streets and several other car line terminals.” 


Heedless Crowds Court Peril. 

President Roach was called away from 
Chicago during the day by the death of a 
relative, but the accident had the effect of 
abolishing, temporarily at least, the traffic 
system which caused it. Car crews were 
ordered not to open the doors for passengers 
until their cars had run to the end of the 
line in Van Buren street. 

Hundreds of people who either had not 
read of the accident or were unmindful of it 
waited to board cars which halted in front 
of the switch and were waved back by the 
car crews. In several instance the crowd 
massed against the doors of the second car 
and the car coming out from behind .the 
switch was forced to stop while the crews 
explained the reason for the new order and 
-cleared the tracks. 

The tuneral of Prof. Scott will be held from 
the First Congregational church at 2 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon. 


MOB SACKS JAIL IN TEXAS; 
THREE NEGROES LYNCHED. 


Alleged Siayers of Deputy Sheriff 
Who Led Gambling Raid Swung 
from a Tree.

Marshall, Tex., April 30.—[Special.]—Matt 
Chase and Mose Hill, two of three negro 
gamblers held for the murder of Deputy 
Sheriff Mark Huffman Sunday night, when 
he led a raid into their gambling tent at a 
rock road camp, weré taken from the county 
jail at 2:30 o'clock this morning and hanged 
to the same tree in a pasture near the jail. 

Jesse Jefferson, another negro, was left 
at the jail. Jefferson, though, who was with 
the other two at the time of the killing of 
Huffman, ts not thought to have taken part 
in the shooting. and it was for this reason 
that he was nat lynched. 

The mob was composed of about forty citi- 
zens. Nota single shot was fired. The mob 
surrounded the jail and battered in the north 
wall and secured entrance. The jailer was 
overpowered and his keys taken from him. 
The mob leaders encountered no resistance, 
the militia which had been on duty since 
Monday having been relieved at 1:30 o'clock 
last night. 

Sheriff Cargill thought after the grand jury 
had been hurriedly summoned to hasten in- 
dictments of the negroés, and which promptly 
returned the indictments, that there was 
little danger of mob violence and ordered the 
militia relieved. Four hours later the mob 
formed and stormed the jail. 


Father and Son Are Executed. 

Richmond, Va., April 30.—John and William 
Brown, negroes, were electrocuted in the 
penitentiary here today. John Brown went 
to the chair at 7:25 a. m., the son following 
twelve minutes later. 

Hanged for Murder of Paramour. 

Spartanburg, S. C., April 30.— Willie Carter, 
a negro, was hanged at Bamberg today for 
the murder of his paramoura yearago. The 
execution was private.

THORNTON HAINS ON STAND; 
REPRIMANDED BY THE COURT. 


Witness Cautioned to Confine Himself 
Strictly to Questions of Counsel and 
Not Dwell on Irrelevant Details. 


Flushing, N. Y., April 30.—Ineldents lead- 
ing up to the shooting of William E. Annis at 
the Bayside Yacht club by Capt. Peter C. 
Hains Jr., U. 8. A., on Aug. 15, 1908, were 
graphically reviewed today on the witness 
stand by Thornton Jenkins Hains, the de- 
fendant’s brother, at the trial here. 

Thornton was called as a witness by the 
defense. It was evidently the purpose of 
the defense to let the prosecution bring out 
the details of the killing on cross examina- 
tion. This turn was executed sounexpected- 
ly that it created considerable confusion 
among the state’s attorneys. 

Witness startled everyone in court and 
brought upon him a severe reprimand from 
Justice Garretson when, at thebeginning, he 
shouted at the top of his voice in an attempt 
to echo the cry of the captain on the night 
that his wife, Claudia Hains, confessed to 
him, as is alleged, her relations with Annis. 

The witness was eager to go into many 
irrelevant details in answer to Mr. MecIn- 
tyre’s questions and was frequently cau- 
tioned by the court to confine himself strict- 
ly to the questions. 

There was a dramatic scene when the dis- 
trict attorney, at the beginning of his croes 
examination, said: 

“On June 1, 1901, did you shoot and kill 
one Edward Hannigan?’ 

The lawyers for the defense were on their 
feet ae and Justice Garretson ordered 
the questipm stricken from the record. 

The witness particularly emphasized that 
it was pufely by accident that the captain 
met Annis-at the yacht club. 


AMERICANS ALLEGE OUTRAGE; 
PUT IN HONDURAS PRISON. 
Confined for Thirty-six Days Without 


Hearing on Charge of Arson—Woman 
Accuses U. 8. Consul. 


Galveston, Tex., April 30.—[Special.]—A 
private message from Truxillo to friends of 
the Americans confined in the Honduras 
prison, Miss Amanda C. Beauchamp and 
Eugene O. Griffith, says they ere in a crit- 
ical condition and may live but a few days. 
In vain they have appealed to the American 
minister, Philip Brown, who formally re- 
plied that he has taken the matter up with 
Washington. 

The Americans have been in prison thirty- 
six days without a hearing on a charge of 
arson for the burning of a building owned 
by. Miss Beauchamp. which she Says cost 
her $8,000 and was not insured. She ac- 
cuses John Glynn, the American consu! at 
Truxillo, ‘with having conspired against her 
and Griffith for personal reasons. She says 
Glynn tricked her to come ashore from her 
schooner when about to sai] for Galveston 
on March 24, so that the Honduras officers 
could throw her in prison. 

The prisoners have been refused counsel 
and bond, although they are worth nearly 
$1,000,000.

He said the nation stood less in danger from 
its criminals than from its bigots. 

“ The typical prohibitionist is an fllusion- 
ist,”’ said Mayor Rose, “ a sentimentalist and 
a sensationalist. He combines the cunning 
of the fakir and the craft of the demagogue. 
Ordinarily he is a theorist. He starts out 
with an idea and never gets beyond It. If his 
theory fails he contents himself with excus- 
ing the failure and then starts all over again 
beginning at the same place where he started 
He does not stop to measure conse- 
quences, for as a general rule he has nothing 
to lose and what logs he may entail upon

Says Pope Opposes Prohibition. 

“Upon the testimony of the Right Rev. 

Petér and 
Paul's church .of St. Louis, I assert that the 
Holy Father Pope Pius X. is not in sympathy 
with the prohibition idea. Addressing the 
Catholic Union of Missouri in St. Louis, the 
right reverend father said: 

‘* The pope certainly does believe in temperance: 
that is, moderation in all things, but not absolute 
prohibition. That is not the spirit of freedom, but 
of autocratic government. The holy father him- 
self takes a glags of wine, and believes that men 
should be allowed to use their own judgment in 
what they should eat and what they should drink. 
and not have other men decide such matters for 
them. 

**Relying upon an interview published in 
the Baltimore News and which I have never 
seen denied by its alleged author, I quote 
Cardinal Gibbons as follows: 

‘* As @ citizen and a churchman who loves his 
native city, I am profoundly impressed with the 
tense of its temporal and moral welfare. Liquor 
would be sold here quite as abundantly under pro- 
hibition laws as under well regulated license. The 
consequence will be that liquor will be dispensed 
contrary to law instead of being sold in accord 
with law. Then, too, the city will be deprived of 
a large revenue which is so much needed for the 
government of this community. 

*‘ When a law is flagrantly and habitually yvio- 
lated, it brings legislation into contempt. It 
creates a spirit of deception and hypocrisy, and 
compels men to do insidiously any by stealth what 
they. would otherwise do openly and aboveboard. 
All good men—good citizens—are in favor of the 
virtue of temperance, and I regret to see that the 
moral side of the question has not been sufficiently 
considered. You cannot kegislate men by civil 
action into the performance of good and righteous 


deeds. 
Milwaukse an Orderly City.

In order to save the drinking water of the 
city from pollution it was found necessary 
to nearly double the flow of water in the 
sanitary canal.

Storm Wrecks Prison Wall. 

The extent of the storm was indicated -by 
the reports from Michigan City, Ind., across 
the lake, where almost all the factory build- 
ings in the state prison were unroofed by 
the wind and a breach was made in the wall 
by the falling of a building... The wall was 
thirty-two feet In height, four feet wide at 
the top, and nine feet wide at the base. 

When the storm was at its height, the 800 
prisoners were panic stricken, and threw 
themselves against the bars of their cells 
while the guards stood in the corridors with 
orders to shoot to kill if any convicts 
escaped. Troops arrived in the morning to 
guard the prison until the wall can be re- 
built. 


Firemen in Nest of Death. 

Among the stories of the storm which be- 
came known during the day was one of a 
thrilling experience of firemen with live wires 
in Cottage Grove avenue near Seyenty-sev- 
enth street. The firemen were called out 
with a hook and ladder truck to rescue two 
cows which were bellowing in the wreckage 
of John Sebo’s barn. Firemen Thomas Shea 
and William Nesbit were on the seat of the 
truck of hook and ladder company No: 34, 
returning from the rescue of the cows, when 
the horses were stricken dead by walking 
into a nest of dangling live wires. Then 
the crew fought for their lives among the 
wires, using their rubber coats as shields. 
All escaped with bruises and slight burns. 

The public school buildings suffered to the 
extent of several thousand dollars from 
damage wrought by the storm. The roofs of 
the Jefferson High school and the Fuller 
school were torn off and a section of stone 
coping on the Shakspeare school-was dis- 
lodged by the force of the wind. 

The residents of the west end of Riverside 
experienced a trying day with the untract- 
able Desplaines river, which early in the 
morning overflowed its banks and marooned 
many residences. The cellars of the houses 
along Groveland avenue from the tfolley line 
to Forest avenue were filled with water and 
the residences of those living in Riverside 
Lawn suffered a similar fate, being partly 
submerged and totally cut off from River- 
side proper by the swollen stream.

EASTERN MILLIONS IN FRAY. 


Father of Arrested Woman Rushing to 
Her Aid. 


Santa Barbara, Cal., April 80.—[{Special. }— 
Defying the police, her husband, and every 
one cornected with the case, Mrs. Nettie B. 
Shaw, the runaway wife of a Boston million- 
aire, railroad president, and state senator, 
James F. Shaw, tonight secured a writ of 
habeas corpus to regain’ possession of her 
gon, taken from her this morning after a 
countrywide search. 

That the fight will be interesting is prom- 
ised in the news tonight from Boston and 
Port@motth, N. H., that millions of doMars 
will back both sides. The scandal will be 
aired fully also, judging by the following 
words of Mrs. Shaw: 

‘‘“Mr. Shaw dare not make a fight for E!- 
dridge. He {s not 4 fit person to have the 
boy. He knows that I know it.. He squan- 
dered $160,000 of my father's money and I 
can and will tell how.” 

Detectives vainly searched the east for the 
missing boy, who was found herein the com- 
pany of his mother and H. Keno Marble, Sen- 
ator Shaw’s former chauffeur, with whom the 
woman has been living as “Mrs. Marble” 
for over a year. 


Released Son to Officers. 


Mrs. Marble was found by two detectives, 
an attorney, and Chief of Police Ross at the 
Tremont house and signed a document reéleas- 
ing claim to the son. Tonight she retained At- 
torney Henley C. Booth and the habeas cor- 
pus proceedings were immedjately begun. 
The writ was made returnable on Monday. 

Mrs. Shaw notified her father, H. Fisher 
Eldridge, said to be a multimillionaire brewer 
of Portsmouth, N. H., who leaves Boston: to- 
morrow morning for this city. He hag pro- 
vided funds .for his daughter pending his ar- 
rival. ’ 

Eldridge, the 12 year old boy over whom 
the fight is being made, said tonight: 

‘“T would like to go back to Boston to 
papa. He always treated me Well.and I loVe 
him. I hope he will come and get me.” 


Blames Her Colored Butler. 

Mrs. Shaw is_angry at her colored butler, 
Lewis Field, whom she blames for her dis- 
covery. “1 always was kind to him'in Bos- 
tom,” she said tonight. “ He should not have 
gotten: me into trouble. Yes, he knows some 
things, but-dares not tell. He is a cunning 
fellow, though you better watch him.”’ 

Mrs. Shaw d rted henhusband at Brook- 
line, Mass., in June, 1097, and came to Cali- 
fornia with Marble, bringing her son. The 
couple went to Pasadena, whefe a home was 
established. They came then to Santa 
Barbara anil went into the moving picture 
show business. They established a little 
theater called the La Petite, where Mrs. 
Shaw sold tickets behind the wicket. 


Shaw Refuses to Talk. 

Boston, Mass., April 30.— State Senator 
James F. Shaw of Manchester, president of 
the Worcester Consolidated street railway, 
whose son was taken from his mother in 
Santa Barbara, Cal., today, refused to make 
any statement regarding the affair until he 
had consulted with his lawyers. He ex- 
pressed no surprise when informed of what 
had taken place. J 

Senator Shaw parted Trom his wife about 
two years ago. Before marriage she was 
Miss Grace Eldridge, daughter of H. Fisher 
Eldridge, a wealthy brewer of Portsmouth, 
ge hen Shaw is the son of former State 
Treasurer E. B. Shaw of Newburyport. He 
is serving his third term in the upper branch 
of the legislature, and was defeated for the 
presidency of that body this year.

Workmen First to Hear News. 

The accouchement took place at 7 o’olock, 
The first persons outside the royal palace to 
hear the news were a party of workmen pass- 
ing the residence of the queen on their way 
to work. The cheers they raised were the 
Flags and 
bunting that had been held in readiness 
were unfurled and the city took on holiday 
attire. 

Prince Henry at once telegraphed his moth- 
er advising her of the happening and add- 
ing that the condition of the queen was most 
satisfactory.

She 
was the sunlight of our home, But we have 
got to bear it—how, I do not know. 

“They were acquainted for some time—e 
year or two. His sister was a college friend 
of my daughter's and that brought them to- 
gether.

He did not 
think it was for the living to judge the man 
who did the deed, for he had inflicted on him- 
self a punishment as rigorous as any that 
could have been inflicted by law. 

“Our greatest grief,” he continued, “is 
that the crime of a frenzied madman has 
taken from our midst one greatly beloved, 
one always cheerful and joyous, who made 
life a joy to all who were with her. Only the 
day before, one of her teachers had com- 
mented on her excellent work. Life held 
much for her, hér future was full of blessed- 
ness. 

“We cannot explain why one with such a 
brilliant future should have been taken from 
us in this way. We can only rest in the as- 
surance that the love which came from these 
souls, and which gave these souls to us, is 
the love which rules the universe and whose 
guide is wisdom.. 


Work Best in Such Sorrow. 

“Buch mysteries are beyond ow vision. 
God gives us the assurance that all these 
mysteries some day will be revealed to us and 
bids us walk in faith and in the hope that 
some day we shall know. Meanwhile we 
must meet this sorrow bravely and confident- 
ly, as we must meet most of the digasters 
of human life.

It is just the old difference between Ma-~- 
homet going to the mountain and the moun- 
tain going to Mahomet, so that immediate- 
ly after the passage of the tariff bill the 
foreign nations will have until March 31, 
1910, to make up their minde whether they 
want the trade of the United States or not. 
If they do want it, they will have to show 
affirmatively that the United States does not 
receive in the slightest respect any worse 
treatment than that accorded to other na- 
tions. The entire discretion is left with the 
president of the United States, and the peo- 
ple therefore will be able to hold him re- 
sponsible actually and instantly if he makes 
a concession to any nation which does not 
treat us fairly. 

Moreover, there is nothing permanent in 
this reciprocity system. That is to say, 
every nation is Hable to have maximum 
rates applied to its trade with the United 
States at any time when it appears that we 
are not getting the benefit of the lowest rates 
and the fairest treatment. It will be im- 
possible for any foreign country to make 
tariff regulations merely to secure the bene- 
fit of our minimum rates and then to go back 
on its agreement. 


Minimum Tariff Only Expected. 


The discretion of the president is made so 
ample that if Germany or France or Great 
Britain or any other big nation assumes to 
keep out the American products by sanitary 
or.trade regulations, which seem to be aimed 
exclusively at this country, he will be able 
at once to apply our maximum rates and in 
each case the burden of proof is on the for- 
eign country rather than on us. © 

The natural result will be that before the 
last day of March, 1910, every country with 
which we have extensive trade relations will 
be certain to present a @pan Dill of health so 
that after that time, w few unimportant 
exceptions, our minimum tariff will be the 
only one in existence, and yet we shall be 
free from any charge of retaliation or of or- 
ganizing a war of rates with our neighbors. 

In the Aldrich peragraph, es submitted 
today, there was included in the maximum 
rates a duty of 5 cents per pound on coffee 
and 10 cents per pound ont Some people 
will jump at the conclusion without studying 
the text of the provision that this will auto- 
matically keep out some of the Brazilian cof- 
fee. Thisis not thecase. Thenew maximum 
and minimum tariff dees not prohibit an im- 
position of export duties or bounties by any 
foreign country unless those duties or boun- 
ties are specifically directed against the Unit- 
ed States. 


Brazil May Share Benefits. 

There is levied in a number of South Amer- 
ican states an export duty on coffee under 
the famous valorization scheme. If that ex- 
port duty weére levied only on coffee going to 
the- United States the maximum rate under 
the Aldrich section would gointo effect March 
81, 1910. So long as those export duties are 
levied against the coffee going to all coun- 
tries the Brazilian product would not be 
brought within the scope of our maximum 
rates and unless the big South American re- 
public discriminates against us in some oth- 
er regard it will be able to get the benefit - 
of our minimum rates upon a proper present- 
ation of the facts to President Taft. 

The 6&6 cent rate on coffee will not go into 
effect in any case unless there is actual dis- 
crimination against us, and as we are the 
greatest, coffee consuming country in the 
world there need be no fear that this will pro- 
duce an increase in the price of our national 
beverage. 

The maximum rate of 10 cents per pound on 
tea is similarly only a precautionary meas- 
ure. China or Japan might see fit to impose 
an export duty on tea coming to the United 
States which was not levied on tea going to 
England or some other specially favored 
country. If that should be done our maxi- 
mum rates would go into effect and they 
would stay in effect, with an additional duty 
of 10 cents a pound on tea from that coun- 
try, until President Taft was affirmatively 
assured that the discrimination had ceased. 


Like the Lowden Amendment. 

It should be remembered, therefore, that | 
the maximum and minimum tariff section, 
as submitted by Mr. Aldrich today, dees not 
interfere with any local trade or the export 
regulations of any foreign country; provided 
they are applied to all the world alike or 
are not directed against the United States 
to the exclusion of the other nations. 

In estimating the value of the Aldrich max- 

ingum and minimutm system it is only fair 
to a citizen of Iilimois to explajn that he is 
largely entitled tc the credit for an excéllent 
amendment to the house bill. When the 
tariff bill was before:the house of representa- 
tives, Representative Frank O. Lowden of 
Iilinois offered a maximum and minimum 
paragraph which, in its general provisions, 
was substantially the:same as that submitted 
in the senate today. 
It was adopted by the house on a viva voce 
vote, but subsequently lost because it dia 
not have the mark of the ways and means 
committee upon it. Représentative Lowden 
subsequemly appeared before the senate 
committee and his idea was adopted sub- 
stantially after it had been approved by 
President Taft. 


TAFT AT PARK DEDICATION 
IN HONOR OF WASHINGTON. 


Imposing Military Pageapt Feature 
of Event in Celebration of First 
President’s Inauguration. 


Alexandria, Va., April 30.—President Taft 
today attended the celekration fn this city of 
the 120th anniversary of the first imaugura- 
tion of George Washington and the laying of a 
cornerstone in dedication of a park to the 
memory of the first, president. 

Vice President Sherman, Speaker Cannon, 
Gov. Swanson of Virginia, the commissioners 
of the District of Columbia, alarge congres- 
sional party from Washington, and distin- 
guished guests from a number of states sat 
in the stand with the president as the most 
notable parade in the history of Alexandria 
passed in review. 

Every branch of the United States service 
and some of the most famous of the military 
organizations of the old dominion were rep- 
resent 2d in the imposing array of troops. 

President Taft made *the journey from 
Washington and return in an automobile. 
On the outskirts of Alexandria he was met 

by Gov. Swanson and a troop of the Fir- 
teenth United States cavalry, which acted 
as escort during his stay in Alexandria. The 
sky was overcast from early morning, and 
during part of the afternoon there were 
heavy showers. Just before the parade be- 
gan, however, the sun broke through the 
clouds and shone brilliantly for the re- 
mainder of the day. 

President Taft was not included among the 
day’s speakers, but he expressed in a few 
words at the park exercises his appreciation 
of Virginia's hospitality.

Washington, D. C., April 30.—Special.]—-The 
cause of free hides has received considerable 
boosting within the last few days at the 
hands of the committee of shoe manufactur- 
ers and independent tanners which came to 
| Washington from Chicago and the middle 
west. . 

The members of the committee, headed by 

Messrs. Selz, Florsheim, Pratt, and Wilder 
of Chicago, called upon President Taft this 
morning and told him that the shoe business 
and leather business in general was in danger 
of passing into the hands of a monopoly 
greater than any now in existence; that the 
great packers had already secured forty-sev- 
en of the big tanneries of the country, and 
that with the continuance of the tariff on 
hides for another five years they would un- 
doubtedly make their hold on the leather 
business complete. The committee asked for 
the president’s assistance in having the pro- 
posed duty on hides abolished. 
' The leading members of the committee left 
town this afternoon, but will’ return next 
week. Before departing they professed to 
have received considerable encouragement 
from various senators with whom they had 
talked, including Senator Cullom. The lat- 
ter told the shoe men not to worry concern- 
ing his attitude; that he would cast his vote 
to suit them when the proper time arrived, 
From other sources the committee members 
learned that Senator Cullom hag no intention 
of voting otherwise than for free hides. 


Cannon Cheers Free Hide Men. 

Speaker Cannon's attitude also served to 
cheer the free hide advocates. During their 
call on him he said he was in favor of the 
removal of the duty on hides and that he 
considered a recent overwhelming vote for 
free hides in the house a faithful reflection 
of the demand of the country regarding the 
matter. 

* We can already count on forty votes in 
the senate for free hides,” said Mfr. Selz. 
“If we can obtain six more, victory will 
be ours and we will stand a show in keeping 
our independent tanners out of the chuitches 
of the beef trust, which already owns forty- 
seven of the big tanneries of the country.”’ 

The shoe men have been much concerned 
over the action of the senate committee in 
providing duty on hides and leaving the 
house cuts of the ad valorem duty on shoes 
as they were. it is contended that one ac- 
tion naturally follows the other and that the 
finance committee showld have, therefore, re- 
.stored the ad valorem duty on shoes when 
it imposed a hide tariff. 

With the coming of the tanners and shoe 
manufacturers the bobby of the big stock 
growing associations which has been urging 
tariff on hides became active. Its agents 
were about the senate during the day visit- 
ing advocates of the tariff imposition on hides 
and bolstering them up. 


Customs Appeals Court Provided. 

The establishment of a United States court 
of customs appeals and the &ppointment of 
an additional assistant attorney general for 
the prosecution and trial of all cases of ap- 
peal from decisions of the boards of general 
appraisers are provided for in the amend- 
ments to the customs administrative act re- | 
ported by the senate finance committee to- 
day. 

With the exception of these two features 
there are few important changes in the 
amendments as they stood in the tariff bill as 
it passed the house. The salaries of the nine 
general appraisers have been increased from 
$7,000 to $0,000. 

The court of customs appeals which it is 
proposed to establish will consist of a presid- 
ing judge and four associate judges to be ap- 
pointed by the president with the advice and 
consent of the senate. 

Nine judicial circuits are provided for in 
which the court will hold sessions, the places 
designated being Boston for the first dis- 
trict, New York the second, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore the third and fotrth, New Orleans 
and Galveston the fifth, Chicago for the 
sixth, seventh, and eighth, and Seattle, Port- 
land, and San Francisco for the ninth. 


New York Court Opens Soon. 

The court is to open for the transaction of 
business in the city of New York within 
ninety days after the judges have qualified, 
and after that time no appeal will be allowed 
from any board of general appraisers to any 
other court. 

No other court will have the right to exer- 
cige appellate jurisdiction in cases decided 
by the board of genera! appraisers, the Court 
of Customs Appeals being given the exclusive 
right to review by appeal final decisions by 
that board in all cases involving the laws and 
regulations governing the collection of cus- 
toms revenues. It is provided that the de- 
cisions of the Court of Customs Appeals shal] 
be final in all cases. 

The judges of this court’will receive a sal- 
ary of $10.000 a year, and the clerk, who will 
be required to maintain the office of the court 
in New York City, will receive $4,000 a year. 
The court will have the services of the United 
States marshals in the various districts in 
which the sessions will be held. 

The costs and fees to be fixed by the court 
are to be established in accordance with the 
table of fees to be adopted by the Supreme 
court of the United States within three 
months after the establishment of the cus- 
tome court. 


McCumber Urges Free Lumber. 
An extended speech by Senator McCumber 
favoring freé lumber occupled several hours 
in the senate today. Hid remarks provoked 
an extended controversy among advocates of 
a tariff on lumber. Mr. McCumber said while 
he was a thorough protectionist, he would 
not agree to a tariff on products such as 
coal, iron ore, lumber, and oll, that @re be- 
ing exhausted and cannot be replaced. 

Mr. McCumber contended that the southern 
Democrats are making stronger appeals for 
protection than the Republicans of the old 
school, and Senator Tillman interrupted him 
to say: 

‘We are getting so badly mixed here that 
it is hard to tell the sheep from the geats, 
and I am afraid that before we get through 


hogs to get their scraps.’’ 

Mr. Tillman argued that the United States 
can compete in the open market of the world 
for steel rails and other steel manufactures, 
*“ yet Carnegie, and Schwab, and Corey, and 
Gary, and that crowd have influence enol 
to. have high rates of duty retained.” 

Mr. McCumber replied he would be glad to 
vote with Mr. Tillman on any schedule, the 
rates of which Mr. Tillman could prove were 
higher than was necessary to protect the 
difference in labor cost in America and 
abroad. They then engaged ina colloquy in 
which personalities were resorted to. 


Sees Resources Near End. 

Mr. McCumber presented estimates to show 
that the coal of the United States at the 
present rate of consumption would last 100 
years, fron ore fifty years, lumber thirty 
years, and ofl.from twenty to fifty years, 
and maintained that the best way to con- 
serve these supplies would:bé to permit free 
importation of such products. He stated 
that the great advances in price of lumber 
probably will continue from year to year. 

Favoring a tariff for,revenue only Senator 
Fletcher of Florida spoke in favor of retain- 
ing the tax on lumber now provided by the 
Dingiey bill, on long staple cotton, gnd other 
southern products.

Indictments Against Officials Expected 
as Result of Evidence. 


New York, April 30.—[Special.J—The

Will Continue to Enforce Law. 

Mr. Wickersham said the methods pursued 
by the department of justice in the last ad- 
ministration are mot necessary now. He 
added that undoubtedly some suits were in- 
stituted and some prosecutions commenged 
by that administration without sufficient 
consideration and without afequate cause. 
He will not, he declared, hesitate to with- 
draw those suits, but there will be no letup in 
the vigorous enforcement of the law. Wick- 
ersham announced further that proposed. 
amendments to the Sherman law are now 
under consideration by the present adminis- 
tration. 

The occasion of the attorney general's 
speech was a dinner given in his honor by his 
fellow members of the bar in this city. The 
attorney general said In part: 

“ The workof the present administration is 
none the less important than was the last 
in continuing to enforce the laws of the coun- 
try in endeavoring to effectuate the-intent 
of the people, speaking ough congress 
and in preventing things ich the people 
have come to believe to be inconsistent to the 
welfare of the republic. But the method nec- 
essary to awaken the business community to 
& recognitiqn of the exjstence of the vitality 
of those laws no longer is essential. 


Roosevelt’s Work Is Lauded. 

“It may be—it probably is true—that in 
the movement to impress upon tbe whole 
business world the meaning and force of 
certain laws and the necessity of attention 
and obedience to them, some suits were insti- 
tuted, some prosecutions commenced, with- 
out sufficient consideration and without ade- 
quate cause. When such conditions are found 
to exist the present administration will not 
hesitate to withdraw the suits or dismiss 
the prosecutions. 

“Such action must not, however, be taken 
as any indication of an intention by this ad- 
ministration to abandon in the slightest de- 
gree a vigorous, impartial enforcement of 
the law or to undo in any degree the splendid 
work of the last administration.

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STORM DELAYS MAY 1 MOVING 


Experts Declare Many Transfers 
Will Be 24 Hours Late. 


FEWER CHANGES THIS YEAR, 


Renters Are Renewing Leases and 
Keeping Old Quarters. 


Ques 


The annual moving operations with which 
thousands of restiess residents of Chicago 
are wont to celebrate the first of May have 
been knocked sadly out of schedule by 
Fhursday night’s storm. Moving experts 
yesterday estimated that many movers will 
be at least twenty-four hours late in get- 
ting the potted fern placed in the front 
window of the new flat and the other house- 
hold goods in place. 

Some of the movers had thelreffects trans- 
ferred between rains and perspired with 
anxiety while the sturdy moving men gal- 
loped upstairs with pianos, pictures, and 
crockery. The regular moving day fear that 
“something would be broken” was aug- 
mented by the fear that everything would 
get wet. 

The householders watched the lowering 
clouds with fear. When the deluge came 
Thursday night. the drivers simply unhitched 
their horses and made for cover, regardless 
of midnight assignments at $3 an hour. 


Mild Accidents Distress Owners. 

There were numerous minor accidents 
mildly amusing to casual observers but ex- 
ceedingly distressing to owners of goods. 
Much of the moving was done in open e- 
press wagons, covered only by tarpaulins. 
The tarpaulins were ripped off by the wind 
and plush parlor sets were drenched by the 
rain. In consequence of the wetting they 
looked as though they had been jettisoned at 
sea. 

Young wives just “setting up housekeep- 
ing ’’ were in tears an@wroung husbands were 
frantic with anxiety. Janitors, despite the 
reputations for harshness generally accord- 
ed them, were mildly sympathetic-and did 
what they could. 

While some of the big moving concerns 
averred that their business this year is 
heavier than for the corresponding period of 
1908, it was the general verdict that there is 
less moving than usual. Householders are 
renewing their leases, according to renting 
experts, and about as much energy is being 
expended to induce them to stay in quarters 
as to get them to move to others, on the 
ground that a new home would be more at- 
tractive. 

Says Moving Business Is Quiet. 

“Would you like to have us say what we 
would like to say or would you like to have 
us tell you the plain, unvarnished truth?" 
asked the tépresentative of one of the larg- 
est moving concerns in Chicago. 

“The plain unvarnished,” was the reply, 

“Well. then,” said the moving expert, 
“the truth of the matter is that the moving 
business is quiet this year, There-is con- 
siderably less moving than there was a year 
ago. . We've been trying to figure out the 
reason, but no satisfactory explanation has 
been advanced. It seems to be a plain casé 
of people wanting to stay where they are to 
save the trouble of moving. There have 
been more leases renewed than ever before. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE FINDS 
CIVIL SERVICE RAISES PAY. 


Chairman Downey Declares He Could 
Hire Watchmen Cheap if It Were Not 


for Regulations. 


Civil service as applied to the Chicago pub- 
lic school gystem is a good thing in gen- 
eral, but it has its disadvantages, in the opin- 
ion of Joseph Downey, chairman of the build- 
ings and ounds committee of the board. 
The opinion was expressed on the proposi- 


tion to hire a watchman for the Hoyne. 


school, Laurel avenue and Superior street, 
which will be closed after today. 

“If we employ a watchman, we will have 
to pay a good big salary,’ said Chairman 
Downey. “ Why couldn't we close the bulld- 
ing and insure it?” 

““ We closed the school last year and board- 
ed it up, too,” said Business Manager Guil- 
ford. “ It was broken into and enough dam- 
age was done to cover the salary of a watch- 
man for five years.” 

“IT could get a good watchman for $40 a 
month, but for the civil service regulations,” 
said Mr. Downey. 

‘But that’s the trouble, we’re up against 
the civil service and we've got to have a 
watchman,” said President Schneider. 

Then authority was given to the business 
manager to apply to the civil service com- 
mission for the assignment of a watchman to 
the school. 

The committee refused to install delivery 
desks for branch stations of the Chicago 
public library+in school buikiings.

| | Money Left Discourages The- 


ory That Woman Drowned 
Was Ella. Lewis. 


| MISSING GIRL WAS POOR. 


Relatives Think She Could Not 
Have Accumulated Wealth 
Found in Coffer. 


Attempts made yesterday to identify the 
woman found drowned in the lake at Lincoln 
park and who had $3,750 in a safe deposit 
box as Miss Ella Lewis only added to the 
mystery of the case. 

Ella Lewis, according to her acquaintances, 
worked in factories for $6 or $7 a week. At 
times, as recently ae last February, she did 
not have ehough money to pay her board bill. 
The only money she is known to have had 
coming to her was $25 from the eState of 
her stepmother, and she never received that. 

Mrs. Nathan Lewis of 2151 West Congress 
street and Mrs. Mary Gassoway of 105 Dear- 
born street thought the drowned woman 
might have been Ella Lewis, but they were 
unable to identify the ,.body or thé clothing. 
Miss Lewis had some bridge work upon her 
upper teeth that corresponded in a meas- 
ure with the work done upon the teeth of the 
woman who drowned. On-the other hand, 
the condition of the lower jaw was entirely 
different. 


Gold Cross Adds to Mystery. 

About the neck of the drowned woman was 
a chain andagoldcross. Mrs. Lena Berkson 
of 300 Taylor street, a cousin of Miss Lewis, 
said Miss Lewis never wore a cross and would 
not have worn one under any circumstances 
for religious reasons. 

Captain of Detectives O’Brien, after con- 
sidering the testimony at the coroner’s in- 
quest, assigned Detective Sergeant -John 
Mason to make an investigation of the wom- 
an’s death. At the conclusion of his day's 
inquiry Detective Mason said: -- 

“There is a big mystery here. It appears 
certain that Ella Lewis disappeared about 
Feb. 1. Many things make It lfkely that the 
woman found drownéd may have been Miss 
Lewis. There is no identification as yet, 
however, and if the woman should have been 
Miss Lewis the problem remains unsolved as 
to. where she obtained all that money and 
how she died.”’ 

Ella Lewis was a daughter of Harry Lewis, 
who died in Detroit twenty years ago. Her 
step-mother died one year ago. A brother, 
Emanuel Lewis, and two sisters, Mrs. Anna 
Livermannh and Mrs. Rose Wein, live in De- 
troit. They are said to be well to do. 

Her relatives in Chicago are Nathan Lewis 
and Lena Berkson, Neither Mr. or Mrs. 
Lewis nor Mr. and Mrs. Berkson have seen 
Miss Lewis in the last ten months, although 
they say they repeatedly tried to find hef. 


Stepbrother Is Skeptical. 

“YT do not think the woman found in the 
lake is my stepsister.”’ said Nathan Lewis, 
after his wife had returned from an attempt 
to identify the body. “ Ella never had any 
money that we knew of. About ten years 
ago she was engaged to a wealthy man but 
the match was broken off. She had a pair of 
diamond earrings that had been given her. 
The woman found drowned had none. I do 
not think Ella had a diamond ring; but the 
woman found had such a ring. 

‘We never could find where Ella lived. 
She was queer about that. I tried to follow 
her sometimes, but I could never find out. 
About Christmas time I received a draft for 
$25 as her share of her stepmother’s estate, 
but I could never, find her to give her the 
money.” 

Miss Lewis was employed until Feb. 1 by 
Frielander, Brady & Co, dealers fn knitted 
goods at 228 Green street. The manager of 
the firm gaid he felt sure the drowned wom- 
an was not Miss Lewis. She had only a 
small salary and was never known to have

LOCAL OPTION IS REQUESTED | 


Douglas Neighborhood Club Prevents 
Renewal of a Saloon License. 


Full control of “ loan -sharks ¥ is to be 
sought by the city in legislation that will be 
asked of the state legislature next week. 

The council committee on license yesterday 
requested Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Howard W. Hayes to draft an amendment to 
the statutes that will bring the “ money 
brokers’ within the language of the cities 
and village act, conveying to the council the 
right—never before possessed—of taxing, li- 
cénsing, and regulating them. ‘ 

This bill will be introduced’by Anton J. 
Cermak, a member of the committee, who 
also is a member of the lower house. He is 
confident of its success, and with that 
weapon in its hands the city can enact legis- 
lation that will drive the money lenders out 
of busingss or compel them to confine their 
operations within the limits of justice to 
their customers. 


Local Option Asked. 


Two local option petitions came up before 
the committee and were referred to sub- 
committees. The first was for the establish- 
ment of a local option district between Sem- 
inary avenue and Halsted street and Fuller- 
ton and Garfield avenues. Father William 
P. Ponet of St. Vincent de Paul university 
appeared in behalf of the petitioners, saying 
it was desired only to prevent the establish- 
ment of more saloons in the district without 
disturbing the two already there. It was re- 
ferred to Ald. Krumholz, Ryan, and Novak. 

The second petition was brought up by the 
Albany Park Improvement association and 
eought to establish a local option district 
bounded by Lawrence avenue, the first alley 
west of Spaulding avenue, the first alley north 
of Eastwood avenue, Kimbell avenue, Mont- 
rose boulevard, and Sacramento avefiue, with- 
out disturbing one saloon already in the dfs- 
trict. This was referred to a subcommittee 
composed of Ald. Stewart, Nolan, and Fisher. 

Ald. Novak was instructed to take up with 
the city collector, the city clerk, and the 
finance committee a petition for the reduc- 
tion of market peddlers’ licenses from $30 
to $25. The petitioners asked that, even if 
the reduction were not granted, the fee Be 
made payable in one installment instead of 
four. The feature was declared to be an 
effort to drive the occasional peddler out of 
business. e 


Ordinance Placed on File. 

The ordinance reducing the license fees of 
moving picture operators from $10 to $85, 
which was approved by the committe of the 
old council, was reconsidered anda unani- 
mous vote placed it on file. It had been 
criticised by the finance committee. 

Ald. Beilfuss’ request of the finance commit- 
tee for funds to.cover the expenses of the city 
forester was granted. The appropriation in 
the annual budget was $2,000, but the pos!- 
tion has not been filled so the entire sum wil! 
not be needed for salary. Under these circum- 
stances the special parks commission was 
authorized to draw funds not exceeding $500 
for the use of the forester. Ald. Beilfuss 
said he would make the requlsition for the 
naming of the forester today, so that Jacob 
H. Prost, the high man in the merit test, prob- 
ably will be appointed by Mayor Busse Mon- 
day night. 


Milkmen to Losé Permits. 

Dr. Gottfried Koehler of the bureau of 
health announced during the day that the 
licenses. of about 275 milk dealers and dairies 
would not be renewed. 

The Douglas Neighborhood club succeeded 
in preventing the renewal of the saloon li- 
cense of Harry Kaprall, 8159 Indiana ave- 
nue, and similar success met with the efforts 
of the Elizabeth E. Marcy home in fighting 
Charles C. Healy, proprietor of a saloon at 
180 Newberry avenue, adjoining the home. 


Wilson’s Force Gets O. K. 

Chartered public accountants, Arthur 
Young & Co., have completed an audit of the 
controller's office—paid for by Controller 
Wilson personally—in which the general find- 
ings were favorable to the methods of doing 
business. 

“ Our general finding,” says the report, “‘ Is 
that the system as a whole ts satisfactory 
and meets the requirements of the city’s bual- 
ness.”’ P

False Alarm About Cleland. 

Party leaders were disturbed late in the 
afternoon by persistent rumors that Munici- 
pal Court Judge McKenzie Cleland, who was 
next in line below the fourteén successful 
nominees at the Republican primaries of 
April 18, would make an effort to be chosen 
at the county convention to fill the vacancy 
caused by the declination of Mr. Price

‘JUDGE ROBERT GRANT’S 
STUDY OF THE BOSTON 
. -BRAHMINS. 


“The Empire of th€ East’ 
Not Flattering to Europeans 
Resident There. 


“The Chippendales” Lightly 
Satirizes the Atmosphere of 
Exclusive Hub Circles. 


46 HE EMPIRE OF THE EAST” (A. 
C. McClurg & Co.), by H. B. Mont- 
gomery, purports to be a “‘ simple 
account of Japan as it was, is, and 
will be.” Thereis nothing recondite 
about this attempt to explain what kind of 
a people the Japanese really are, and the 
writer claim® to be free from bias or preju- 
dice of any kind. He is, however. a frank 
admirer of things and ways Japanese. As 
to the morality of the Japanese, his views are 
decidedly apologetic. Indeed, he generally 
looks at things from the Japanese point of 
view. His account of the behavior of Euro- 
peans (he himself is-an Englishman) in that 
as in other Asiatic countries, fs not flattering. 
Although he claims to have read nearly all 
the books on Japan that have appeared in 
recent years, the opinions expressed are ‘‘ en- 
tirely his own, the results of his own ob- 
servations.” 
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The opening chapter, a glimpse of the past, 
is rather slender in its information, although 
instructive as far as it goes. The Japanese 
are distinctly an agricultural people. As to 
the origin of the Japanese, there really is no 
authentic knowledge. The native legends 
and histories do not afford any clew. The 
popular notion of descent from some god 
is smiled at by themselves.. The discovery 
of flint heads and other stone implements 
proves nothing; all primitive peoples in every 
part of the world used the same. The notion 
that Japan has a written history extending 
over 2,000 years is.not credited. Indeed, the 
term ‘“‘authentic history’’ does not reach 
far back. European intercourse with Japan 
seems to have begun with three Portuguese 
adventurers in a Chinese junk, who were 
driven ashore by stress of weather at Bungo. 

The great missionary, Francis Xavier, 
came a few years later. The banishment of 
the missionaries and the fierce persecution 
ofthe Christians took place in 1857. The 
alfhor thinks it idle to speculaté as to the 
origin of either the Japanese race or lan- 
guage. The Japanese use the Chinese char- 
aeters, and still have their oWh language. 
The attempt to trahslate Japanese poetry 
into a European language is generally a fall- 
ure; it gives almost no idea of the real charm 
and essential flavor of the original. The 
idiomatic turns of thought, of sentiment, of 
subtle imagery are too unlike to be trans- 
ferred. It can't be done. 
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The noteworthy liberality of both Shinto 
ism and Buddhism is pointed out, with the re- 
flection that the religionists of other nations 
might take lessons from them. As-to their 
life and habits and modes of living, there is 
not much saidéthatisnew. But heis disposed 
to defend the morality of the Japanese as at 
all events about as good as that of the gen- 
erality of the foreigners living among them. 
The religion of professedly Christian coun- 
tries suffers especially from the too frequent 
ill exampies witnessed among them. 

A good deal that is of interest Is said about 
Japanese art. Japanese architecture, it is 
declared. has attained much -higher excel- 
lence than is commonly supposed, in spite 
of the fact that the dwellings of the people 
are usually so simple, and the other fact that 
wood is the only building material that ie 
used. Many of the religious structures are 
characterized by noble grandeur, as wellasa 
wonderful delicacy and technical’ deftness 
of architectural fancy and finery of theirown 
sort. The influence of Buddhism is in this 
respect especially noted. 

Mr. Montgomery speaks intelligently of 
the relations between Japan and China, and 
what influence the one is likely to have on the 
other im the near future. He has not the 
least doubt but that China with its enormous 
population and pogsibilities is about to wake 
up as thoroughly as Japan has done; but the 
Chinese will do things: in their own way. 
Stupendous transformation is likely to be as 
wonderful as that which has taken place in 
Japan, and in certain respects even more 80, 
as affecting not 45,000,000 people, but 400,000,- 
000. For both countries the old'isolation is no 
longer possible, if desired. Portentous evolu- 
tions, if not revolutions, are now, it is In- 
sisted, as inevitable as the procession of the 
equinoxes. The changes of the last forty 
years in Japan, agcording to this writer, 
compel’ one to dream dreams and see great 
visions for all the oriental peoples, in the 
near future. And books like this one, which 
tend to make the on part of the world bettes 
acquainted with the others, have their dis- 
tinctive uses.

UDGE ROBERT GRANT has settled 
down to his latest novel, “* THE CHIP- 
PENDALES,” in a leisurely spirit, 
and has achieved no less than 
pages of carefully written fiction. 

There is something more than a touch of 
satire in the tale, as is the case invariably 
with Judge Grant's story telling. It will be 
remembered that his best known character, 
Selma White, the heroine of “* Unieavened 
Bread,” was a satire of some stringency on 
the American woman with the yeast of am- 
bition in her. In the present case the 
author’s mést immediate shafts are directed 
at the hero, Hugh McUVowell Blaisdell, who 
is undeniably a masculine Selma White. 
That is to say, he is an exceedingly intelli- 
gent climber, whose affections and integrities 
diminish in proportion as his egotism is fed 
by his personal success. 

The Chippendales themselves represent the 
most exclusive and intensive group of Bos- 
ton aristocrats, who stand back to back likea 
besieged tribe, ready to level the gun of criti- 
cism at any who approach and capable of 
causing their absolute demolition rather than 
have them break the Back Bay square. It 
is in the depiction of these people, ‘with their 
genuine sense of honor, their illiberality to- 
ward others, and their almost hostile de- 
votion to each other, that Judge Grant has 
done his best work. The picture of these re- 
fined folk, resentful of all innovations, ranged 
in solid phalanx behind their purple window 
panes—those curious, lilac shaded panes 
which mark Boston’s Mayflower constitu- 
ency—is really deliciohs, though not alto-: 
gether fair, perhaps. 

The great drawback to the book is that the 
reader is not. permitted to acquire an affec- 
tion for any character in the book. Judge 
Grant is liable to make his winning charac- 
ters foolish and his intelligent ones unscrup- 
ulous and more or less sinister, with the re- 


sult that the reader is forced to wander | 


through the pages of his book in much the 
same condition of loneliness that one walks 
an alien city, smiling in vain into faces which 
give back ho response. 

To be sure, the hero is not without ideals 
of a sort. He has ideals of his own, and 
ideals’ for Boston. To quote: “ He longed: 
to see a new aristocracy of large hearted 
and spontaneous emotions turn to confound 
the strait laced frigid and picayune standards 
of the moribund yet complaisant soclety 
which claimed the right to examine his wife's 
credentials,’’ 

The struggle of the story is between the 
aggressive and more or less tasteless ideas of 
the man of energy and originality and the 
group of reserved Bostonians—hereditary 
Bostonians, they might be called. In the end 
it is the self-contained, almost inept, utterly 
conforming Bostonian man who wits out; 
for, although the hero has climbed his zenith 
and shines there undisturbed, there seems 
something crude in his radiance. His rays 
are golden, but they lack still the symbolic 
lilac hue. 

It is a diverting study of the antagonisms 
of our time—the bloodless warfare of a civ- 
ilized city. The hurried mind may suspect 
it of being dull, but if it is read aloud its 
genuine humor becomes apparent. (Scrib- 
ner’s.)

Senator Cullom is a member of the 
confmittee on finance. A majority of the 
Republicans on it are for the retention of 
the duty: on hides. Surely the senator 


| tronr Iflinois cannot be one of the majot- 


ity. He has heard from his constituents. 
Thé representatives of some great indus- 
tries of. his state have given him abun- 
dant reasons why hides should be put 
back on the free list where they were 
prior to the passage of the Dingley tariff 
law. He has heard or read enough to 
convince him that the duty on hides is 
a tax on the boot and shoe wearers of 
Illinois, on the harness of the farmer and 
the leather belting of the manufacturer. 

Therefore Senator Cullom’s constituents 
expect thdt »when this matter of hides 
comes up in the senate he will not follow 
the lead of Senator Aldrich, but will be 


‘found voting and speaking for free hides. 


They do not look to him for a mere tame, 
perfunctory protest against an unjust 
tax, but for persistent and energetic op- 
position. He has influence in the senate. 
Now is the time for him to use it. He 
has a great opportunity to fight the bat- 
tle not merely of the people of his own 
state but of those of other states. They 
are all interested in the repeal of a duty 
which adds perceptibly to the cost of 
their footwear. 

The increase in the supply of American 
hides does not keep pace with the in- 
crease in population, Therefore imports 
of hides should increase so that the tan- 
ners may have an adequate supply of raw 
material. But the imports were less two 
years ago than they were twelve years 
before, when hides were on the free list. 
This means that the production of leather 
in this country is being hampered. This 
explains the greater cost of leather and 
the articles made from it. Why should 
the cause of that greater cost be perpetu- 
ated? Manifestly not for the sake of the 
consumer. Not for the sake of the men 
who work in tanneries or boot and shoe 
factories, because there is less work for 
them on account of the duty on hides. 
Not for the sake of the American cattle 
raisers, for they get nothing out of the 
duty. The only men who make anything 
out of it are the packers,

TAKING THE CENSUS. 

“The census is not a joke. It is a big 
thipg, of vital importance to the depart- 
ment, the administration, and the country. 
If I am to share the responsibility I want 
the authority that goes with it. That is 
simply the case in a uutshell. I am not 
looking for more work.” 

Such a statement by the secretary of 
commerce and labor strikes the reader as 
a sensible one. When the cabinet officer 
found that a supposedly inferior bureau 
had ordered nearly a million dollars’ worth 
of tabulating machines without consulting 
him, and yet asked his signature in ap 
proval, it was nothing but ordinary pru- 
dence and wisdom to suggest that here- 
after there be a conference before the 
initiation of plans for further outlays on 
such a scale. 

When further inquiry developed the fact 
that 70,000 to 80,000 persons might be 
appointed to census work by the head of 
the bureau, practically independent of 
the cabinet member who, theoretically, has 
the bureau under his jurisdiction, it was 
natural to look into the arrangement and 
to assert authority. If*the bureau head 
took the independent stand and declared 
bis unwillingness to recognize his depart- 
ment: chief there was nothing else to do 
than to make vigorous protest. 

The secretary is right. The census is 
ho joke. It is a work of the greatest im- 
portance to the country. It demands har- 
mony in administration, smooth running 
machinery, and faithfu] codperation of all 
who will be held responsible for it. Kk 
would be a blow to efficiency, perhaps, if 
the bureau head who has been looking 
forward to the decennial enumeration and 
investigation should be set aside on the 
eve of beginning the important task. It 
would be a greater one, however, to per- 
mit ‘friction and’ ineubordination where 
there should be hearty accord. 


LET THEM TRY IT. 

The commission plan of city government 
was in its inception an emergency meas- 
ure. Galveston, bankrupted by a great 
disaster, and with no hope of extrication

BUILDING ON THE ROCK, 

The Century Magazine, which has pub- 
iished' notable articles of historic inter 
est referring to men and events of the 
last century, seems to find it difficult to 
get away from the past even when it 
attempts to tell about the present. In 
its March number it had an illustrated 
article on “ Foundations of Lofty Build- 
ings.””. Most of the materia] was collected 
in New York. But there were a few 
‘references to Chicago methods which have 
led to unavailing protest on the part of 
those interested in construction in this 
city. 

The substance of the paragraphs is 
that the high buildings of Chicago are 
constructed on “the famous raft founda- 
tions, which are simply wide, thin plat- 
forms of concrete and steel, spreading 
the column loads over a large area of 
crust.” As a result, it is impossible to 
prevent settling, and no attempt is made 
to do so. Floors are built intendionally 
four or five inches too high, with the ex- 
pectation .that they will se*tle to within 
a fraction of an inch of the required po- 
sition. : 

Although the floating raft foundation 
for skyscrapers was abandoned about fif- 
teen years ago-—ip the last century, not 
in ‘this—the writer of the article men- 
tioned insists that he stated the facts cor- 
rectly. Tue Tripune has occupied its 
present building for seven years. It rests 
upon caissons built on bed rock. Its 
presses rest on separate foundations ex- 
tending ‘to bed rock. It was the first 
building of its type constructed in Chicago 
in which the caissons were used entirely. 
.Since its erection there has been no ta’l 
structure built here without this sort of 
foundation. 

If the impression sought to be conveyed 
by the magazine articie mentioned was 
that Chicago construction is weak, that 
it is building on the sand, that statement 
is manifest injustice. A long list of lofty 
structures might »¢ given in proof that 
the most up to date methods-are used in 
this city, as bed rock foundation is de- 
manded and secured in every new sky- 
scraper, as it has been for almost a dec- 
ade. The floating raft founaation is an 
abandoned plan of years ago.

Lord Francis Hope, the 
actual] owner, is not sufficiently rich to keep 
up the place, already has a charming and 
historic home at Castke Blayney, in County 
Monaghan, and, moreover, will on the death 
of his childless elder brother, the duke of 
Newcastle, inherit the latter’s magnificent 
country seat of Clumber, in the so-called 
‘* Dukeries.” It ts difficult to find a suit- 
able tenant for a place of the size and im- 
portance of Deepdene, and therefore Lord 
Francis has no alternative but to sell it.

Deepdene first came into note in 1655 as the 


|retreat of the Hon, Charlies Howard. a son 


of the earl of Arundel, and whose eldest 
son became tenth duke of Norfolk. It was 
while in the possession of Charles Howard 
that it attracted the notice of Evelyn, who 
relates how he traveled specially to Dork- 
ing to see “ Mr. Charles Howard’s amphi- 
theater garden,"’ by the beauty of which he 
professed to be entranced. Howard was an 
enthusiastic experimental] chemist. and con- 
structed In the grounds two subterranean 
laboratories. Like the late duke -of Port- 
land. he was fond of burrowing, and in- 
augurated the construction of a_ tunnel 
through a hill on the property so that he 
could pass through it and view Sussex to 
the south without troubling to ascend the 
eminence. 

When ‘the tunnel was almost on the point 
of completion the roof fell in. luckily while 
the men~were at their noonday meal and 
he was so much moved by their narrow 
escape that he abandoned the undertaking. 
The tenth duke of Norfolk sold the place to 
Sir William Burrell. and from him it passed 
by purchase to Thomas Hope of the Amster- 
dam branch of the great Scottish house of 
Hope. Both he and his son, Henry Hope, 
got together at Deepdene a most superb 
collection of art treasures, and spent an im- 
mense amount of money in still further 
beautifying it. where Lord Beaconsfield in 
his younger days was a frequent visitor, and 
where he wrote at least three of his novels, 
notably “ Coningsby,’ which contains a de- 
scription of the place.

Henry Hope left all his property to his 
wife. a daughter of Lord Decies. and she in 
turn. when she passed away bequeathed 
Deepdene, as well as the famous Hope blue 
diamond, and a large fortune, to her grand- 
son, Lord Francis Pelham Clinton. younger 
son of her only daughter. the duchess of 
Newcastle, on condition that he should as- 
sume the name of Hope. 

Lord Francis Hopé, before marrying the 
charming Australian woman who is now his 
wife, and who is destined to become in course 
of time duchess of New le. sowed a more 
than ordinarily large crop of wild oats. He 
not only ran through the great fortune left 
to him by his grandmother, amounting to 
several million dollars. but incurred suffi- 
cient additional liabilities to land him up 
to the neck in the court of bankruptcy.

New principles and theories in the problems 
of modern heating and the manufacture of 
heating appliances were advanced by Louis 
Bruch of the American Radiator company 
in am illustrated lecture of ** House Heating 
Boilers, Their Ratings and Reliability,” be- 
fore an audience of Chicago architects, con- 
tractors and engineers in the rooms of tRe 
Western Society of Engineers in the Monac- 
nock wuilding last night. :

Francis Grierson, Who Spent His 

Youth in Southern Illinois, Writes 

a’ Remarkable Book. 


NE of the most interesting hpoks thaw 
has come my way in many a long 
day is “ THE VALLEY OF SHAD- 
OWS” (Houghton, Mifflin company), | 
by Francis Grierson. It is a curious 
book in a way, and one not destined for great 
popularity; at the same time, the audience 
to whom it will appeal will be a select one, 
and, while there is not always a great deal 
of money in a select audience, it is not un- 
flattering to one’s vapity. I have known 
Mr. Grierson’s works for a number of years; 
he is the author of two books that has at- 
tracted “ select’ attention, ‘‘ Modern Mys- 
ticism’’ and ‘‘ The Celtic Temperament.”’ 
Since their appearance he has published a 
number of essays, but no book, until ‘‘ The 
Valley of Shadows,’’ Mr. Grierson is an 
Englishman, who was born in Cheshire, Eng- 
land, ih 1848, and in 1849, his parents emigrat- 
ed to Illinois. His father, who ha’ been de- 
scribed as “ an aristocrat of the old school,” 
left his English home to take up the life of a 
western farmer in this country. He became 
an American citizen, and worked hard for 
the election of Lincoln. In 1871 he returned 
to England, so-Mr. Francis Grierson lived in 
this country for twenty-two years. I don’t 
know whether Mr. Grierson as a young man. 
took notes of his life on the Illinois farm, 
but if he did not he has a remarkable mem- 
ory, though, perhaps, no more remarkable 
than most of us have for the things of the 
far past. While we may. not be able to re- 
member what we had for dinner yesterday, 
we can remembet the names of children with 
whom we played when we were 6 and 8 
years of age. “ The Valley of Shadows "’ isa 
sort-of human document with a historic back- 
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ground. It is not often that a man with 
Mr. Griergon's literary gifts, and mystio 
turn of mind, devotes himself to writing 
books of this sort, which is more the pity. 
Notwithstanding his touch of mysticism, Mr. 
Grierson has a keen sense of humor, and 
also a remarkable talent for describing a 
scene and depicting character.

Perhaps tq the American reader Mr. Grier- 
.8on's chapter on Abraham Lincoln will prove 
the most interesting. He was present as a@ 
boy of 10 at Alton when Lincoln and Dougias, 
the ‘‘ Rail Splitter '’ and the “* Little Giant,” 
stood up agairst each other in flerce debate, 
which debate, to quote Mr. Grierson: 

“ Resembled a duel between two men of 
war, the pick of a great fleet, all but these 
two sunk or abandoned in other waters, fac- 
ing each other in the open, the Little Giant 
hurling at his opponent, from his flagship of 
slavery, the deadliest missiles, Lincoln 
calmly waiting to sink his antagonist by one 
simple broadsider.’’ 

In the earlier part of the discussion Doug- 
las seemed to have the advantage. ‘ A past- 
master in tact and audacity, skilled in the art 
of rhetorical skirmishing, he had no equal 
on the ‘stump,’ while in the senate he was 
feared by the most brilliant debaters for his 
ready wit and his dashing eloquence.” 

Mr. Grierson dwells in detail on the mental 
and physical contrast the speakers present- 
ed, as he thinks that the only way'to give an 
adequate idea of the startling difference in 
the two temperamients: ‘‘ Douglas—short, 
plump, and petulant; Lincoln—long, gaunt, 
and self-possessed; the one white haired and 
florid, the other hlack haired and swarthy; 
the one educated and polished, the other un- 
lettered and primitive. Douglas had the as- 
surance of a man of authority, Lincoln had 
moments of deep mental depression, often 
bordering on melancholy, yet controlled by a 
fixed, and, I may. say, predestined will, for 
it can no longer be doubted that without the 
marvelous blend of humor and stolid patience 
so conspicuous in his character, Lincoln's 
genius would have turned to madness after 
the defeat of thé northern army at Bull run, 
and the world would have had something like 
a repetition of | Napoleon's fate after the 
burhing of Moscow. 
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Lincoln’s humor was the balance pole of 
his genius that énabled him to cross the most 
giddy heights without losing hisfead. Judge 
Douglas opened the debate in a sonorous 
voice, plainly heard throughout the assem- 
bly, and with a look of mingled defiance and 
confidence he marshaled his facts and de- 
duced his arguments. To the vigor of his 
attack there was added the prestige of the 
senate chamber, and for some moments It 
looked as if he would carry the majority 
with him, a large portion of the crowd being 
pro-slaveny men, while many others were 
‘on the fence’ waiting to be persuaded.” 
Ending up with a‘great oratorical effort 
Douglas brought his speech to a close amidst 
the shouts and yells of his admirers. 

And ndw Lincoln, “‘ the flat boatman, local 
stump speaker, and country lawyer, rose 
from his seat, stretched his long bony limbs 
upward as if to get them into working or- 
der, and stood like some solitary pine on @ 
lonely summit, tall, dark, gaunt, and rug- 
| ged, his swarthy features stamped with a 
sad serenity, and the instant he began to 
speak the ungainly mouth lost its heaviness, 
the half listless eyes attained a wondrous 
power, and the people stood bewildered and 
breathless under the natural magic of the 
strangest, most original personality known 
to the English speaking world since Robert 
Burns. There were other tall and dark men 
in the heterogeneous assembly, but not one 
who resembled the speaker. Every move- 
ment of his long, muscular frame denoted in- 
flexible earnestness, and a something issued 
forth, elemental! and mystical, that told what 
the man had been, what he was, and what he 
would do inthefuture. There were moments 
when he seemed all legs and feet, and again 
he appeared all head and neck; yet every look 
of the deep set eyes, every movement of the 
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prominent jaw, every wave of the hard grip- 
ping hand, produced an impression, and be- 
fore he had spoken twenty minutes the con- 
viction took possession of thousands that 
here was the prophetic man of the present, 
and the political savior ofthe future. Judges 
of human nature saw at a glance that a man 
so ungainly, so natural, so earnest, and so 
forcible, had no place in his mental economy 
for the thing called vanity.” 

Douglas had been “ theatrical and schol- 
arly,” assuming striking attitudes, and play- 
ing tricks with his flowing white hair. Lin- 
coln, on the contrary, had no genius for 
gesture and no desire to produce a sensation. 
The Little Giant. poured whisky down his 
dry throat, while the Railsplitter sipped wa- 


ter. In this one particular:we see the dif- 
ference in the two men. Lincoln looks 


kis words, his voice, his attitude,” writes 


Mr. Grierson, *“ were like a magical essence 
dropped into the seething cauldron of poli- 
tics, reacting against the foam, calming the 
surface, and letting the people see to the 
bottom.” When Lincoln gat down, Douglas 
made one last feeble attempt at an answer; 
but Lincoln, in reply toa spectator who mani- 
fested some apprehension as to the outcome,’ 
rose, and, spreading out his great arms at 
full negth, like a condor about to take wing, 
exclaimed with humorous indifference: “ O! 
let him go it!” These were the last words 
he uttered in the greatest debate of the ante- 
bellum days. 

Mr.Grierson went back to England from the 
Nlinois private farm, and from England over 
to Paria He was residing in that city dur- 
ing the passing of another social order, that 
of Napoleon and.the empire, the recollections 
of which he leaves for a future volume, 
Surely his experiences have been experiences 
of contrast from the western prairie and its 
strange life, the beginnings of the American 
civil war, and then over to France, where 
he witnessed another civil war, no less mo- 
mentous in its outcome, 
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of war, Messrs. Dutton & Co.

sized volumes Gen. Kuropatkin's “ THE 
RUSSIAN ARMY AND THE .JAPANES®D 
WAR.” It is rather a pathetic story of the 
rise and fall of a famous general. It was 


not Kuropatkin’s fault that he failed to win 


out in’ the war against Japan. It was more 
or less the fault of circumstances. He was a 
fine soldier, but he fought in 4 bad cause, 
As the transiator says in his preface, this 
book ‘“‘ must claim attention ae being the 
absolute opinion of the one man on the Rus- 
sian side best qualified to’throw light upon 
the causes and course of the greatest world 
disturbing international struggle that has 
taken place for more than a third of a 
century. 

Gen, Kuropatkin himself blames no one 
for the Russian defeat, but he does say that 
“for a long time many of-our press corre- 
spondents who staid in the rear and saw only 
the reverse side of war, reveled in harrow- 
ifig accounts of the orgies and dissipation 
that went on in Harbin, and presented tothe 
public an absolutely distorted picture of the 
life of-the army. The result was that our 
press to a great extent played into the hands 
of our foreign and domestic enemies; instead 
of which, it might have called into being 
with the news of four first defeats a wave of 
patriotism and self-sacrifice.” Instead of 
doing this it instilled a hatred of the war 
into the masses, depressed those departing 
for the front, and undermined the private 
soldier’s confidence in his officers which nat- 
urally weakened the authority of those in 
command. 

**I have,” writes Gen. Kuropatkin with no 
little pathos, *‘ been so intimately connected 
with the important events in the far east 
and have been so largely responsible for the 
failure of our military operations that I can 
hardly hope to take an entirely dispassionate 
and objective view of the men and matters 
that I shall deal with in the present work.” 
His object is not so much to justify himself 
against the charges that have been brought 
against him as to furnish material for the 
future historian and “ state fairly the rea- 
sons for our defeat and thus enable us to 
avoid similar misfortune in the future,”’ ,

Cables Show Strong Tone. 

In addition to the unfavorable weather 
conditions cables were a strengthening in- 
fluence éarly. Liverpool closed 1%d higher 
for futures and %@1d up for spot, apd there 
was a strong tone in most of the continental 
markets Statistics were about'a standoff, 
Argentina shipping a little less than ex- 
pected—1,968,000 bu—and the visible there is 
now only 96,000 bu, or about one-third as 
large as & year ago. Australia shipped a 
generous quantity—952,000 bu, against 64,000 
bu a year ago, and India éxported 800,000 bu, 
compared to none a year ago. Huropean 
buyers are still doubtful as to supplies and 
even if there is sufficieht wheat to last until 
the new crop grain is available there 8 no 
question but all countries will g0 into 
the next crop with extremely small re- 
serves. eh 

Wheat Scarcity Big Factor. 

In the background of the domestic situa- 
tion is the ever present strong cash position, 
and many traders are basing their bullish 
views altogether on the conditions existing 
in regard to supplies. Milling sales, while 
not extremely heavy, are constantly eating 
into lo¢al stocks, while in the northwest 
the best opinion is that there is going to be 
no wheat to spare at Minneapolis or Duluth. 
The prospect is for a materially later season 
than last year, and requirements will be as 
large, while there will be no winter wheat 
supplies to draw from, as was the case last 
year. Kansas City bought 5,000 bu No. 2 
hard from local dealers for shipment, which 
was significant. Bulls in July maintain that 
this month will be to a large extent an old 
crop proposition and that whatever wheat 
comes forward in July will Re wanted in all 
directions. 


Primary Arrivals Are Small. 


Receipts at primary points aggregated 185,- 
000 bu, compared to 273,000 bu a@ year ago. 
In the northwest receipts were 101 cars, 
against 149 cars a year ago, and loca! arriv- 
als were only 9 cars. With high prices pre- 
vailing and prospects good for a fair yield of 
winter wheat, the fact that so little wheat 
comes forward is indicative of small invisi- 
ble supplies. Minneapolis stocks decreased 
850,000 bu for the week. Cash sales here 
were 110,000 bu, most of it No. 2hard. Clear- 
ances for the day were 180,000 bu. 

Every day of bad weather in the northwest 
and Canada now counts heavily on the bull 
side, but the general outlook is for mora 
favorable weather. Only a small percentage 
of the wheat is in the ground in the Canadian 
northwest and in the northern part of North 
Dakota. Reports received near the closa 
said the weather northwest was moderating. 

Paris closed 14%@2c higher, Berlin 1%c up, 
Budapest %c lower, Antwerp unchanged, and 
Buenos Aires %c,higher. In the éarly part 
of the session there was excellent buying by 
Bartlett-Patten, Barrell, Shearson-Hamill, 
Rankin, and commission houses. On the 
bulge Rankin sold out a line of July, and 
Brosseau, Pringle, Tracy, Colvin, Ware- 
Leland, and Bartlett brokers were heavy 
sellers.
